U. S. Air Force and the railroads have 
bowlin a series of trial runs with missile- 
firing trains. If successful, these trains 
— which will be equipped with Minute­ 
man missiles — could transform the rail 
lines into one of the nation's first lines of 
defense. 
Railroads will provide the crews, liai­ 
son officials, rn o l i v e power and other 
equipment to enable the Air Force to con­ 
duct the test runs over a period of several 
months. 
Employment of trains as missile bases 
will be a radical departure from the pres­ 
s e d defense scheme, which is centered on 
Atlas and Titan missiles set in “ harden­ 
ed'’ based at various points around the 
c o u n t r y . The chief advantage, of course, is 
mobility. 
A fixed base can be pinpointed exactly 
by enemy intelligence and a 
missile di­ 
rected to knock it out. Not so with a mobile 
launching platform. Even were an enemy 
missile to be directed at a train, chances 
are it could be moved far enough before 
the m i s s i l e hit so 
that 
the 
“ base” 
would not be destroyed. 
Segments of the U S. rail network can 
be knocked out, but it hardly seem s possi­ 


ble that the 220.000 - mile system could be 


totally d e s t r o y e d . And there are so 
man} alternat* r o u t e s available that 


the trains could still get through, in addi­ 
tion, the railroads keep their track repair 
crews ready to make necessary repairs 
on a moment's notice 


Such a project would be impossible with 
the liquid - fueled Atlas and Titan missiles. 
A solid fuel rocket has its fuel built into it, 
and the fuel stays in stable form until it is 
i g n i t e d . Guidance systems are a prob­ 
lem. Atlases and Titans can be z e r o e d 
in on specific targets, ready to go when 
needed. For the mobile Minuteman, con­ 
stant computation would be n e e d e d to 
be sure that it was aimed properly. 


In the long run. probably, tile system s 
will complement each other.

other “get-rich-quick” schem es will not 
yeild him the livelihood that plugging a- 
wa> at some useful, although unglamorous, 
task will. 
Washington seems to have com* to the 
same conclusion with regard to conducing 
foreign relations during the few months re­ 
lations during the months remaining of the 
Eisenhower administration. The secretary 


of the state told a Sena’* committee that 
the administration is abandoning personal 
high-level diplomacy and returning to e m ­ 
phasis on “ traditional channels and proce­ 
dures of international conduct.” 
So much for the summit conferences, 
visits by the heads of state, presidential 
good will tours, and other get-peace-quick 
adventures. Events in Paris and Tokyo re­ 
vealed the hollowness of the assumption 
that somehow the tough problems t h a t di­ 
vide the world could be easily solved and 
peace assured 
So now it s back to the pick and shovel 
in international relations, as the fling ends 
arid the hard work com m ences again.
